“YT hardly know what comment to 
make on the so-called Bancroft-Warren 
experiments,”’ Tanta Dr. Humphreys to- 
night. -‘ I. have received \no official or 
other gy ish data \on the work: that 
has been done at the flying field at 
Dayton, where, according to newspaper 
—— — charged~ sand has 

et into the air with a view to’ 
5 ng fog. These reports are also 
conflicting with respect tothe results 
obtained, and .I dont know. whether 
what has been printed has the sanction 
of Professor Bancroft, who. is. a pro- 
fessor /of physical chemistry. at ‘Cornell 
and a very capable man. know noth- 
ing of the work of Mr. Warren, who is 
credited with sharing in the experi- 
ments. I doubt if the data, given 
regarding the experiment was — out 
by Professor Bancroft, but nothing has 
come’ to my knowledge that would lead 
me to believe that the result’ of the test 
will be of practical value to the world. 


Says Idea Is Not New. 


‘The idea of using electrically charged 
sand to dispel fog is not.novel. We 
know that if a strongly electrified_object 
were placed on a desk it would attract 
certain objects to it. I have littlé doubt 
if strongly electrified sand were. placed 
in the air? above a fog the sand would 


have an attraction for the fog. But 
you would have to/pour too much elec- 
trically — sand from @bove vown 
upon clouds.'.You can also} . rid of a 
certain fog by building a fire, but it 
would ‘take a Jot of fire to drive away 
a London fog. ‘The use of sand for such 
purposes might constitute a spectacular 
experiment, but it would be wholly im- 
Sractions. and if a great ‘deal of sand 
were placed in the air it would be worse 
than the fog, it was intended to dispel. 
But it ma be done on.a small scale ex- 
y.’ 

i umphreys. said many of the 
would-be rainmakers were nothing more 
than humbugs. Others had projects 
which might, under ‘given conditions 
produce some rain, but only on small 
scale experiment, and even those were 
not able to produce rain from air with- 
out moisture. 

“Many of _these schemes,”’ said Dr. 
Humphreys, ‘* are iike the ancient pro- 
posal of getting something from nothing. 
There has been mueh talk about getting 
rain out of the air at will. ‘When there 
is some moisture in the ‘air it is possible 
by experiment to produce a _— small 
amount of rain, but either at prohibitive 
cost or by substitution of something 
that would be far -worse than drought. 


‘Doubts Control by Man. 
"* We can be reasonably certain that a 


.man-cannot by his boostraps. lift: himself 


over the top of the Washington Monu- 
ment, and just as reasonably certain 
that’ man‘so far has evolved no practical 
method for man-made control over the 
gigantic forces of nature involved in the 
gg po of meteorological condi- 
tions. 

‘*'The meteorological scientists know 
of no way that is at all practicable in 
which rain can e-contrary to the 
established laws of nature: While’ cer- 
tain things can, under certain conditions 
of moisture, be achieved:in the direction 
of producing drops of rain experi- 
— on a small scale, ff the air is 

dry, as over a desert,.or during an 
—— dréught, when rain woulã be 
most needed, artificial rain can -not be 
made. _ 

‘“* Dozens’ of rain-making and cloud- 
dispersing _ proposals: have come to. my 
desk from all parts of the tountry, 
some .even from ty Australia and 
other foreign points, but it has been 
very easy to demonstrate that most of 
them are fallacious, and none of any 
real value. 

It was é@ven proposed and carried 
ut expertmentally uring the war to 
ze and conditions of 
clouds * —— ling liquid air upon 
the clouds from above. That was even 
tried experimentally durtos the war un- 
der- military orders. Airplanes dropped 
liquid air on, a little cumulus cloud. 
Instead of spreading, the cloud became 
smaller, but the liquid air settled lower 
and then evaporated. 


Tells of Acid Method. 


*Then ‘there was a suggéstion that 
came from Australia that if some. sort 
of solution | that would absorb water 
were sprinkled over Clouds—presto, the 
clouds ‘would vanish. It was suggested 
that sulphuric. acid. be sprinkled over 
the clouds for that. purpose., ‘But who 
wants a sulphtric acid bath?:And the 
cost of the amount of sulphuric acid 
that would be required would be pro- 
hibitive. The element of cost enters to 
a large extent in <Il these experimental 
projects. 

‘The element of ruin that would be 
caused by some of the chemicals pro- 
posed by some of the humbugs would 
be. tremeridous. It ‘would be much 
gheaper to haul wate® in tank cars 
across thejcontinent by train to meet 
the ravages of drought than to adopt- 
some of these impracticable rain-mak- 
ing schemes. 

“The fact of the matter is ‘that few 
such ideas are new and that -we are 
up against: Daag ag! pb gat pen forces of 
nature so. gigantic, that all man can do 
to control:the weather is negligible by 
comparison. It would be Just as sen- 
sible for man to try to push back the 
cold wave now sweeping across the 
land from the Far West, or sweep the 
ocean back with a broom. I can a 
sure you that none of the propos: 
for rain-making and. cloud-killing that 
hes yet come to the atterfition of- the 
Weather Bureau is of any. practicable 
use, and we are confident from experi- 


ence of the past that no such panacea 
is yet in sight.”

Some unionists have misconducted 
themselves that. the is a, general 
feeling in favor of disciplining unions 
as corporations have been disciplined 
when -they were guilty of acts harm- 
ful to the public welfare. 

Capitalists: do wrong for profits. 


Capital, therefore, cannot make such |’ 


pleas in confession and avoidance as 
labor does when it defends itself on 
the ground of benevolence and hu- 
manity. Labor: is so sincere in thus 
excusing inexcusable acts that it- has 
even succeeded in convineing lawmak- 
ers that it is laudable to pass statutes 
exempting .unions from. punishment 


‘| for acts which are crimes when done 


by others. Permission to incorporate is 
not, attractive to unions, for the rea- 
son that they wish to escape all reg- 
ulation and to do whatever they wish 
on plea of high aims. No citizens are 
more necéssary or more: admirable 
than humble workers demanding all 
their lawful rights. Yet they ought 
to concede to all what they insist upon 
for themselves. 

It. is one of the curiosities and per- 
plexities of the situation that those 
who reject regulation are foremost in 
demanding that others shall do what 
they refuse to do themselves. Labor

NEWSPAPER CONSOLIDATION, 

‘Two Pittsburgh , newspapers have 
just announced that' they are to dis- 
continue separate publication. They 
are The Dispatch, publishing morning 
and Sunday editions, and The Leader, 
afternoon and Sunday. The Dispatch 
has been~ printed in Pittsburgh for 
seventy-seven years.and The Leader 
is of respectable age, Both have sold 
their plant and good-will to other 
Pittsburgh newspapers, with which 
they will hereafter be merged. The 
reason stated for the consolidation is 
the same as that which has led to 
similar action in recent years by other 
newspapers in other cities. In Phila- 
delphia, in Cleveland, in Detroit, in 
Chicago, in St. Louis, even- in’ New 
York, newspapers have’ quit the field, 
though they have long had a national 
reputation and were apparertly well 
established. ~The result is such a 
seeming anomaly as the fact that 
cities of the size of Cleveland and St. 
Louis have now but one morning 
newspaper each, while Chicago has 
only two. 

The causes assigned in Pittsburgh 
merely hint at the great change in the 
conditions of newspaper publishing, 
which is acéehtuated by these com- 
binations in the journalistic | field. 
Everywhere it.is a story of mounting 
costs of production. .The great in- 
creases are seen not only in the prices 
of white paper and of mechanical 
equipment and the wages of labor,’ but 
particularly in the expense of gather- 
ing and presenting news. from ‘all 
parts of the world.

The daity papers these days give us the 
hews that Armenian: refugees whd escaped 
from Turkey and madé their way to Amer- 
ica are being sent back) because they are in 
excess of thé quota and because they are 
apt to bécome a public charge. Today's 
Tnies speaks of the deportation of fifty-one 
such refugees, 

The papers also state that on their return 
to Turkey these people will either be killed 
or die of starvation. At any’ raté, they, are 
being sent to death. 

. May I mention the fact that while America 
ig_ thus shutting her doore to such victims,

LAWYER PLEADS GUILTY 





TO SIX FORGERIES|¥¥ 


Admits Obtaining Dormant. Ac- 
counts in Banks by Aid of Fic- 
titious Administration Papers. 


Taserte Shenfeld, — safd he lived 
at 1,197 Grand Concourse, the Bronx, 
was automatically -barred from the 
practice of law when he pleaded guilty 
yesterday before Judge Collins in Gen- 
eral Sessions“to six indictnients charg- 
ing him with forging signatures to ficti- 
tious edministration papers. Before his 
arraignment Shenfeld confessed to As- 
sistant District Attorneys Myers and 
Hastings that he had forged letters and 
certificates of administration of ficti- 
tious estate and obtained about $16,000 
from banks. 

He said that he obtained information 
about -dormant .accourits in the pone 8 
through. advertisements, and th 
prepared administration papers } 

e knowledge of Surrogates Folé 
O'Brien, on which he obtain 
money from the banks. He was @4r- 
rested in his office at 120 Broadway 
about two weeks ago, and when he was 
taken before Surrogates Foley and 
O'Brien admitted that they had not 
signed any of the papers on. which six 
—— eooounts hed been ttirned over 





Mr. Hastings’s investigation revealed 
that in one instance Shenfeld forged the 
signature of the cashier of a bank. 
When this signature was called to the 
attention of the bank ‘cashier, it was 
said, he was unable to say whether it 
was a forgery. Shenfeld later admitted 
ar he had signed the cashier’s name. 

One of the indictments. charged Shen- 
feld with obtaining. $1,100 which John 
Zronick had deposited in the Yorkville 
Bank. Shenfeld obtained the money on 
forged letters of administration which 
told of the death of the depositor. The 
next day Zronik called et the bank to 
withdraw the money, and, when the 
cashier sald; ‘You are dead,” : Zronik 
replied: ‘* Not qn your life; I’m as 
much alive as you are. 

It was through Zronik’s appearance 
at the bank that the lawyer's forgeries 
were discovered.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. Feb. 15.— 
Hundreds of ‘communities are busy 
undertaking. malaria control, with: the 
State of Alabama.in the lead, asserted 
J. A. Laprince, senior sanitary engineer 
of the United States Public Health. Ser- 
vice today before the tenth annual con- 
vention of the New Jersey Mosquito 
Extermination Association at the Am- 
bassador Hotcl. Mr... Laprince was re- 
‘sponsible for the extermination of. the 
malaria mosquito in the Panama Canal 
‘* In many 
cases,’’ he said, ‘the county health of- 
ficers get the adjacent property owners 
to agree to pay their pro rata share of a 
drainage system. Two lazge railroad 
systems are paying out funds for ma- 
laria control as a business investment. 

Traps are being ‘effectively -used for 
mosquitoes, according to Dr. Leland O. 
Howard, chief of the Bureau. of Ento- 
mology of the United-States Department 
of Agriculture. 

A wooden skéleton of a box,’’ he 
‘with a hinged lid is covered with 
mosquito netting, and this skeleton box 
is put inside an open top wooden box 
painted black inside. At - night the, 
kinged top of the inner box is left open, 
and in the morning, when the mosquitos 
have settled down, the hinged lid: is 
closed and fastened.’’ 

Contrary to the rapidly spreading 
epinion that bat roosts are an aid.toward 
the extermination of, mosquitos, Dr. 
Howard told the delegates that they 
were of no use, at least in New Jersey. 

Ducks,” he said, ‘* have been found 
to be more useful in’ mosquito destruc- 
tion than fish. _ Wilton Lockwood, a 
well-known Boston artist, who, as a 
fFastime raised ducks at ‘his country

TROTZKY SEEKS WAR PLANT.
